Kupat Holim doctors strike

Only emergency operations will 
be performed in Kupat Holim Cla- 
lit’s seven gencral hospitals during 
the intermediate days of Pessah, due 
te sanctions by doctors protesting 
against a “plot” by the Treasury and 
the health fund to suspend aa over- 
time agreement with them. 

An average of 60 elective opera- 
tions are performed daily in each of 
the health fund's hospitals -- Kaplan 
in Rehovot, Soroka in Beersheba, 
Ha’emcek in Afula, Carmel ia Haifa, 
Beilinson in Petah Tikva, Meir in 
Kfar Sava and Hasharon in Petah 
Tikva. 

The physicians are meeting in 
mid-week to decide on further ἀς- 
tion.

Doctor warns: Horseradish 
can be hazardous to health 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — Horseradish can pose a health hazard, says a 
Jewish doctor whose father collapsed after consuming an olive-sized 
serving of the bitter herb during a Pessah seder. Ξ 

Dr. Haya Rubin said Friday that her father, Cleveland State Universi- 
ty sociologist Israel Rubin, quickly recovered after he fainted. keeled 
over and suffered a small seizure during a seder several years ago. 

She said the incident shows that people prone to high blood pressure, 
heart or artery disease or strokes might be better off if they let borserad- 
ish fumes evaporate by keeping it uncovered for a half hour before the 
seder, or use a substitute such as chopped romaine lettuce stalks. 

Horesradish is a plant of the mustard family. Its white, fleshy root is 
grated to make relish. It is eaten during the seder as a bitter herb, or 
maror, symbolizing the bitterness of slavery. 

Rubia suffered high blood pressure before the incident, said his 
daughter, an internist at the University of California, Los Angeles.

In Gaza city, troops on patrol shot 
and killed three persons who at- 
tacked them with a kitchen knife, a 
meat-cleaver and an iron bar, aad 
tried to grab a soldier's gun, an offi- 
cer at the scene said. One soldier 
was lightly wounded. and a second 
suffered moderate wounds when he 
was stabbed. The officer said the 
soldiers were attacked when they 
tried to arrest persons seen prepar- 
ing to throw stones. 

Palestinian sources in Gaza said 
the troops had raided a butcher 
shop, and med fire when Jamil 
Rashid al-Kurdi, 55, hurled a meat- 
cleaver at the soldiers. The sources 
said he was killed along with two 
relatives, Ahmed Hamis al-Kurdi, 
40, and Ala Ahmad al-Kurdi. 21. 
They said 13 other persons were 
wounded, though the IDF said two 
were injured.

WASHINGTON - The 11.5.. con- 
cerned over mounting tension with 
Panama, is doubling its military po- 
lice force in the canal zone to more 
than 2,500 men. 

Defence officials in Washington 
and Panama City said the troops 
were needed to protect the canal, 
U.S. civilians and U.S. private inter- 
ests. 

Secretary of State George Shultz 
yesterday insisted on the ouster of 
Panamanian strongman Manuel An- 
tonio Noriega but sidestepped as 
“speculative” a report that he had 
recommended kidnapping Noriega. 

The Defence Department said on 
Friday that it plans to send army, air 
force and Marine Corps military po- 
lice, 27 additional helicopters, 15 
Blackhawk troop-carrying planes, 
seven Cobra gunships, four observa- 
tion craft, and two dog patrol 
squads. 

Washington has had about 10,000 
combat troops stationed in Panama, 
the headquarters of the U.S. South- 
erm Command, for several years. 
The command centre covers all of 
Central America. 

In addition to the troops. there 
are about 13,000 military depen- 
dants in Panama, 1,300 U.S. em- 
ployees who operate the canal and 
about 12,600 of their dependants. 

It is the second time in as many 
months that extra U.S. troops have 


been ordered to Panama. In Febru- 
ary, several hundred additional se- 
curity troops were sent in. 

Shultz, speaking at a news confer- 
ence in Rome after receiving Pope 
John Paul II's blessing at the Vati- 
can for his new venture in the Mid- 
die East that begins today in Jerusa- 
lem, was asked about a report in the 
Los Angeles Times that Shultz rec- 
ommended kidnapping Noriega and 
fomenting a military coup coordi- 
nated with the CIA. 

The newspaper also said Shultz 
and Elliott Abrams, the assistant 
secretary of state for inter-Ameri- 
can affairs, suggested landing more 
than 3,000 U.S. soldiers to encour- 
age Panamanian military officers 
against Noriega. 

The proposal was strongly op- 
posed by the CIA and Defence Sec- 
retary Frank Carlucci, who labeled 
it dangerous and ill-timed, said the 
Times, quoting unidentified admin- 
istration officials. 

Asked if he had made such rec- 
ommendations, Shultz said “the po- 
sition of the U.S. government is that 
Noriega should go. Everybody 
agrees about that. He's been indict- 
ed on drug charges.” 

The U.S. is seeking the removal 
of Noriega through a campaign of 
economic pressure and has ruled out 
the use of military force. (Reuter, 
AP) 


Congress votes Contra aid 
to encourage peace moves 


WASHINGTON (Reuter) -- Con- 
gress has voted overwhelmingly to 
provide modest non-military aid to 
the U.S.-backed Contra rebels in a 
signal of support for their upcoming 
peace negotiations with the Nicara- 
guan government. 

The Senate approved the bill 87-7 
on Thursday and sent it to President 
Reagan who is expected to sign it 
quickly into law. 

The six-month $47.9 million mea- 
sure includes $17.7m. for the rebels 
to pay for food, clothing, shelter, 
medical supplies and communica- 
tions equipment and $17.7m. for 
child victims of the civil war. 

The Senate vote and the House 
345-70 vote on Wednesday masked 
the deep divisions in Congress over 
the administration's policy on Nica- 


ragua. 
In the last two months the House 
had twice defeated Contra aid bills 


to answer to themselves and their 

‘ople. 

In the fortnight since Shultz and 
Shamir last met, the need for an 
urgent solution has only been fur- 
ther underlined by the continuing 
violence in the territories, and mar- 
ginally by Jesse Jackson's unexpect- 
ed progress in the presidential 
primaries.

“I believe Shultz may say some- 
thing to the effect that he is willing 
to give assurances and guarantees 
about many of Shamir’s reserva- 
tions, that he has set a mid-April 
date for the formal opening confer- 
ence, and that he wants an answer 
from Israel immediately,” speculat- 
ed one Israeli official. 

“But Shamir’s reaction to that 
would’ probably be to ask whether 
Hussein has given the go-ahead.

diagnosis.” Intra-uterine growth re- 
tardation is one example. If a physi- 
cian suspects the fetus is not growing 
properly, ultrasounds should be per- 
formed at regular intervals. Uniess 
this is done, the condition is difficult 
to diagnose and manage. 


EVEN IF A diagnosis is accurate, 
the question is, what does one do 
with it? How many cases are there 
where rontine screening will pick up 
something that will make a differ- 
ence in medical management? Ac- 
cording to Eidelman, about one- 
tenth of one per cent, at best. 

“Why raise the issue of a slightly 
enlarged kidney or an obstruction in 
the intestine if there is nothing you 
can do about it anyway?” he asks. 
Most specialists will recommend 
that the baby go to term, and will 
then diagnose the condition after 
delivery. 

The cases where fetuses have 
been operated on successfully ἐπ 
utero are few and far between. ““Fe- 
tal therapy,” admits Eidelman, “is 
still a long way off.” Nor does he 
accept the concept, often put for- 
ward by proponents of ultrasound, 
that neonatofogists can be given in- 
formation -- from an ultrasound — 
from which they can act as better 
physicians in the delivery room im- 
mediately after birth. 

“There is no situation where a few 
Ξ seconds are crucial,” he says. “And 
§ you're not going to rely on a fetal 
= ultrasound as a diagnosis.” 

Both Avramov and Nadjari agree

cian or doctor, performing the ultra- 
sound to present their findings to 
the patient. “If we detect an abnor- 
mality," says Ayramov, “we give 
the woman the report in a closed 
envelope and ask her to see her 
obstetrician. Most women will al- 


wrong.” - 

According to Nadjari, an ultra- 
sonographer should keep a com- 
pletely blank face while performing 
an ultrasound. “A slightly raised 
eyebrow,” he says, “and a woman 
may conclude the baby is 
abnormal.” 

Is the obstetrician the appropriate 
person to relay this kind of informa- 
tion? What can an obstetrician tell ἃ 
parent about the natural course of a 
diagnosed disease or defect? Ac- 
cording to Eidelman, questions of 
fetal diagnosis, which also involve 
questions of termination of preg- 
nancy, are all too often left in the 
hands of people who have little ex- 
perience taking care of children with 
abnormalities. 

“The neonatologists and the spe- 
cialists who deal with these children 
— the cardiologists, geneticists, neu- 
rologists, urologists — are excluded 
from the most critical time of diag- 
nosis and advice to the family,” he 
observes. 

Eidelman does not believe this 
has to do with ill will or vested inter- 
ests. Simply put, the greater the ten- 
dency to conduct routine screenings 
in doctors’ offices, the less commu- 
nication there is between ultrasono- 
erapher, obstetrician and’ 
pediatrician. 

“We're dealing with a new tech- 
nological skill, which is becoming 
almost too powerful and which we 
can’t yet fully interpret,” he com- 
ments, citing this example: Follow- 
ing ultrasound scans. two fetuses 
were diagnosed as having enlarged 
bladders, suggesting an obstruction 
in their urethras. 

The women were sent to Shaare 
Zedek for delivery so the babies 
could be operated on soon after- 
wards. The babies were both bon 
healthy and no surgery was needed. 
Eidelman explains that at the time -- 
this was less than two years ago — it 
wasn't yet known that bladders vary 
in size and that they get bigger and 
smaller by themselves.

U.S. Secretary of State George Shultz arrives in Israel today 
for what may well be his final chance to unravel the knots that 
have arrested his attempt to launch negotiations between 
Israel, Jordan and the Palestinians. 

From the beginning of his initiative, Mr. Shultz acted on the 
premise that he could turn the lame-duck nature of these 
closing months of the Reagan Administration into a negatiat- 
ing advantage. Freed of most domestic political constraints, he 
assumed that he would be able, by force of reason and 
inherent American political clout, to pierce the bunkers which 
the parties have constructed to deflect change. - 

But the bunkers remain intact. None of the parties. except 
the Labour haif of Israel's government, has opened a door. 
King Hussein parries and feints while looking over'his shoul- 
ders at Syria and the PLO. The PLO itself is primarily intent 
on exacting official American confirmation for an independent 
political status. It seeks to seize upon the uprising in the 
territories, which prompted Mr. Shultz into action in the first 
place, as a lever to pry such recognition out of the U.S. And 
Israel's premier, and his party, parlay the uprising and Mr. 
Shultz’s assorted formulae for pegotiations into justifications 
for rejecting them. 

These interactions establish a surrealist process. The greater 
the violence in the territories directed against the status quo, 
the more powerfully do the parties confirm it. King Hussein's 
Palestinian fears multiply, Yasser Arafat's appetite expands, 
Yitzhak Shamir’s terntorialism deepens. What Mr. Shultz 
believed was an opportunity to melt obstacles to negotiations 
has inexorably stiffened into glacial tragedy. And what he 
believed was an advantage ~ the end of his administration — has 
assumed its familiar crippling disabilities. . 

The U.S. secretary must now decide between three options: 
to relegate his initiative to his memoirs as an example of too 
little too late, to defy circumstance and invoke U.S. political 
leverage as if the administration's days were not numbered, to 
diplomatically soldier on in erecting a theoretical negotiating 
framework, but not negotiations themselves, for bequeathal to 
the next man in the White House. 

Presumably, if that next man is a Republican, like George 
Bush, he might be tempted, at least partially, to inherit such a 
bequest. A Democrat would probably look elsewhere. But in 
either case more than a year would pass, with Israeli elections 
in between, before any new U.S. administration would again 
be in shape to address the question. And in the meantime the 
unrest, the violence, the hardening of positions in the region 
would continue apace creating rigidities that even Mr. Shultz’s 
diplomacy did not face. 

While Mr. Shultz may wish to hurry, ke has so far shown Do 
inclination to do so. Mr. Shamir is confident he can wait him 
out. The sombre irony, of course, is, that it is Israel, let alone 
its foes, and not Mr. Shultz, who will be left to pick up the 
pieces of the secretary's defeat.

NEEDED: AN ISRAELI OFFICE OF WAR INFORMATION 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 


Sir, ~ Today Israel is the strongest 
military power in the Middle East. 
Today, however, under the psycho- 
logical warfare waged by the Arabs 
and the Soviet Union, Israei is the 
weakest and most vuinerable 
nation. 


Early in World War II, the United 
States recognized that the Nazis” 
psychological war was a real and as 
deadly as any artillery bombard- 
ment. Israel has yet to learn that 
lesson. So far. Israel] has failed to 
take any effective steps to build an 
ongoing organized programme of 
information to counter the Arab 
attack and improve its image in the 
world. it did not do so after Leba- 
non; it does not show any signs that 


it will do so now. Reacting after the 


fact. which is ail Israel seems to be 
doing, obviously is not enough. And 
8 one-time effort after the fact con- 
sisting largely of goodwill advertise- 
ments and op-ed articles in The New 
York Times is also not enough τὸ 
restore credibility in Israel and its 
future. 

Will Israel take a leaf from Amer- 
ica’s experience in dealing with the 
Nazi propaganda war and establish 
its own counterpart to the American 
Office of War Information to fight 
the Russo-Arab psychological war- 
fare? ts israel ready, politically and 
administratively. to construct 2 
many-faceted integrated public in- 
formation programme, staffed with 
professionals in public relations? 


It won't be easy or painless, but 
somehow Israel will have to manage 
far more coordination in providing 
information than there is at present. 
At least to the foreign press and the 
outside world it should speak with 
One governmental voice and one 
policy. That could mean curbing 
petty bureaucrats and ambitivus 
politicians in their comments to the 
outside world, but no nation at 
war can afford to do less. It would 
also mean separating Kol Yisrael’s 
shortwave broadcasts from its do- 
mestic programmes because radio is 
a strategic weapon in any integrated 
programme of psychological war- 
fare. It means greater entphasis on a 
positive projection of Israel as well 
as more news to the neighbouring 
Arabs, including their weaknesses. 
than their rulers want them to hear. 

An Israeli Office of War Informa- 
tion could become a formidable 
force for peace and at the same time 
help to minimize the risk of Diaspo- 
ra Jewry becoming alienated, a dan- 
ger that cannot be ignored. It is as 
much an absolute necessity 2s the 

mace Forces. While it 
would not be a cure-all for every 
situation, no settlement with the Ar- 
abs is likely ever to be reached with- 
out it. An Israel OW3 will be costly 
and politically difficult to build, but 
no effective defence against the con- 
tinuing Arab propaganda attacks is 
possible wihout it.
